At the top of the list of 
Banzai rumors are those about the 
existence of a soundtrack and the 
"upcoming sequel". About a year 
ago we were indirectly contacted 
by Michael Boddicker, TABB's music 
composer, and the word was he'd 
received the rights back to his 
music and was wondering how to 
get in touch with the fans. 

Since then though, there has 
been no news about a soundtrack 
(anything else has been wishful 
thinking). The best rumor about 
the sequel to TABB, Buckaroo Banzai 
Against The World Crime League , 
comes from a fellow Cascade Ranger 
who knows someone who knows someone 
on the inside at 20th Century Fox 
(one of those stories!). What 
we heard is that there was a memo 
requesting the sequel script from 
Earl Mac Rauch, TABB's creator.
